Course Information: The Introduction to Bloodstain Pattern Analysis course has an 
average time of completion at 15 hours.

Course Description: Contrary to popular belief, examining the bloodstains present 
after a violent crime is not a new procedure for the forensic science community. Over a 
hundred years ago, blood was considered to be an important tool in determining the 
circumstances surrounding a crime. The function of bloodstain pattern analysis is to 
determine the facts about an incident that is in question. Since the examination of blood 
spatter is involved, such incidents are almost always violent. This course provides the 
introductory lessons which enable forensic personnel to collect and ultimately analyze 
bloodstains.
